These newspapers were donated to 
the college by S. F. McCartney of 
Mercer, Miss Mildred Ailman, 
li­ 
brarian, announces. • One issue of 
the paper contains a copy of Lin­ 
coln’s Gettysburg Address. 
Commenting on the acquisition of 
these 
valuable 
historical 
papers. 
Professor R. X. Graham, director of 
journalism studies, said: “This early 
Republican paper played a large 
part in formulating Civil War poli­ 
cies, in building the modern news- 
paper as we know it today, and in 
codifying ethics of journalism which 
newspaper men today follow.’’ 
"When the new Republican party 
came into existence in 1854 as the I 
anti-slavery organization, the Tri­ 
bune under Greeley was 13 years old 
Greeley, convinced that the Whig 
party had seen its day. became Re­ 
publication, and the Tribune became 
the vigorous mouthpiece of the new 
party.”
